A Courier who came hither the 
20th from Alicant, has brought an Account, that 
the ee which ferved in Sicily, arrived the 16th 
of this Month in that Port, in very good Conditi- 
on, and that rations were made es 
them on the Ships which were there, and on o- 
thers which were expected from divers Parts of the 
@oaft and from Genoa, where feveral were hired. 
The Advices from the Camp before Barcelona 
confirm, that there was ee ye Divifion and 
Confternation among the Inhabitants :: That 
Duke de Popoli continued to caufe the Potts 
onthe Coaft to be fecured, to hinder the — 
ing of Provifions into that Town, and that his 
Camp was reinforced by the Spanifh Troops which 
ferved im the Netherlands. Letters from Solfona 
of the 12th of this Month relate, that on the isth 
Brigadier Don Jofeph Vallejo, who commands in 
that Town and on the neighbouring Frontier, was 
informed that the Rebels of Catdona bad marched 
out with two Companies of Grenadiers, a Detach- 
ment of 150 Men of regular Troops, 150 Mique- 
lets, and all their Voluntcer Horle to the Number 
of above fourfcore, to attack a Houfe within a Lea- 
of Solfona, where was pofted Signior Minno- 
nes de Falco with his Company of faithful Mique- 
he the with all his 
ca agoons, ordering all the Companies 
of Grenadiers of the Gorrilon ta follow him, who 
yet were not necsffary, for afluon as the Rebels 
faw him, their Horfe ran away full {peed, fo that 
they were quickly owt of Sight. Their Foot be- 
took themfelves to Flight likewife, with all poffi- 
ble Hafte; however, the Horfe and Dragoons

overtook them, and cot them down, till Don 
Joleph Vallejo commanded to give them Quarter.
